Page 3, expression (1 ); the power of x**(m-2) in second term should be ~x**(m- 
1)-. Similarly noted expression (7); 

Page 10, expression (12); the "(= )" is not understood. Similarly noted 

expression (14). 

Appropriate correction is required.

Similarly noted the 
expression in claim 2.

As per claim 4, the expression is missing.
